Native American petroglyphs left by a tribe 
or tribes unknown adorn the walls of this 
canyon located near Christmas Tree Pass 
northwest of Laughlin. The mouth of the pass 
is located up the western incline behind 
Laughlin about ten miles outside of town. 
There is a two mile gravel road leading to 
the trail head off Hwy 163. The canyon was 
named for the abundant wild grape plants to 
be found in the area. A short walk from the 
parking lot is required to reach the petro- 
glyphs. The markings are fragile and should 
be respected and not touched.

A town landmark are the burros that roam 
the streets. The Oatman gunfighters stage 
free “Old West” showdowns and shoot outs 
on the town’s main street (Historic Route 66) 
daily. Gold Camp Days are celebrated each 
Labor Day weekend with special events and 
parade.

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BLUES & BREWS at the COLORADO BELLE 


ver the course of its 

13 years, the 

Colorado Belle’s 

“Blues & Brews 
Festival” has grown into a powerful 
force. Case in point. Last year thun- 
derstorms threatened the event— 
even delayed it a bit—but the storm 
couldn't dampen the determination 
of the musicians eager to play to an 
even more determined crowd. They 
all stuck it out. The payoff? One 
beautiful night and one hell of a 
show packed with so much music 
that it kept the weather at bay for the 
rest of the festival. 

So it’s on to “Blues & Brews 
XIV” when the music flows from the 
Center Circle Event Area in front of 
the main entrance to the Colorado 
Belle, Friday-Sunday, April 22-24 (Fri- 
Sat, 2 p.m.-midnight; Sun, noon-8 
p.m.). In addition to live blues 
music, there will be food and bever- 
age booths set up in the Center 
Circle Event Area. The food and bev- 
erages are for sale separately; the 
blues music doesn’t cost a dime. 

This festival started as an experi- 
ment to see if Laughlin might be 
receptive to blues without all the bik- 
ers in town. You see, blues bands 
have always been a staple at the 
annual Laughlin River Run, and the 
Colorado Belle was at the epicenter 
of that push with their Center Circle 
party area. Back in the day, they 
decided to book the blues bands a 
week earlier than the Run and see 
what happened. 

People happened. Music hap- 
pened. Smiles happened. And 
money happened. It seems, blues in 
an outdoor festival setting in the 
spring is a hit, with or without the 


roar of motorcycles in the back- 
ground. 

The festival worked because the 
Colorado Belle didn’t go cheap on 
the musicians booked to play. They 
went deep and hit a home run with 
the “star of the show,” Alligator 
Records recording artist, and real 
deal, Michael Burks. 

Over the years, many people 
who have wandered over to the festi- 
val simply because they were think- 
ing “what the hell, I’m outdoors and 
I’ve got nothing better to do—and 
besides they'll have beer”, have had 
a bit of a revelation. After they lis- 
ten—treally listen to Burks and the 
other musicians—and discover these 
guys aren’t just playing a few guitar 
licks but rather are digging into the 
heart of Mississippi Delta mud and 
Memphis alleys for music steeped in 
story and history, another blues festi- 
val convert is born. 

So the festival rolls on, just like 
the Mississippi River that was blues 
music's original umbilical chord, and 
just like the Colorado River, its home 
away from home. 


So who’ playin’ all that blues? 

As we stated in the opening of 
this article, one of the key ingredi- 
ents to the success of the “Blues & 
Brews Festival” was due to the tal- 
ents of Michael Burks. Well, if it ain’t 
broke... 

Once again, Michael Burks 
returns as headliner to deliver his 
driving blues. But he has good com- 
pany. Last year, the festival booked 
Preston Shannon, bluesman out of 
Memphis, as a bonus act (because 
the GM of the Belle/Edgewater, Jeff 
Pfeiffer, caught Shannon during a

trip to Memphis and just had to have 
him play the Belle festival). Shannon 
is another real deal bluesman and 
returns for his second festival. 

The man behind lining up the 
bands and helping to create the orig- 
inal festival 14 years ago is John Earl. 
He returns with the Brantley, Tofield 
& Earl’s Boogieman Band to deliver 
their Texas roadhouse/Chicago style 
blues. The final band is Chris Hiatt & 
Cold Shot's take on the music of 
Stevie Ray Vaughan. Hiatt has been a 
regular during the River Run at the 
Belle and Edgewater for years 


MICHAEL BuRKs 


Michael Burks is one of the main 
men in the current crop of stars on 
the preeminent blues label, Alligator 
Records. He was raised on the 
Mississippi Delta blues tradition at 
his boyhood home near Helena, 


Arkansas—just a stone’s throw from 
“the Crossroads” at Clarksdale, 
Mississippi—the home of Muddy 
Waters, Son House and Robert 
Johnson. Thus, Burks was in a place 
where he didn’t have to go looking 
for music—rather, the music came to 
him. He saw Freddie King, Al Green, 
and everybody in between...and he 
soaked it all up. 


Though he grew up on the 
Mississippi, Burks’ style of blues is 
broader in scope than Delta blues. 
He plays searing electric blues mixed 
with wild rock and roll energy. 

His Alligator Records release, 
Iron Man, made a lot of “noise” on 
the blues circuit, earning Burks 
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American Blues Awards nomina- 
tions. 

Burks has become a favorite of 
the Belle’s outdoor blues for a simple 
reason. He is a runaway freight train 
of blues talent: both vocally and 
instrumentally. When Burks dives into 


one of his guitar solos it may well be - 


three beers later that he finally pulls 
out. 

Here’s some of his takes on a 
variety of topics based on past con- 
versations we've had with him. 


On playing blues for a living... 

“It’s nice to know that what you 
do for a living has an impact on 
someone. It’s great music-wise that 
people really understand and appre- 
ciate what it takes for you to be out 
there doing this—and not just the 
money it takes to keep the band on 
the road over 200 dates a year. It’s 
also not easy on the body. You never 
eat right or get the proper rest. 

“But we love it or we wouldn’t 
do it. We're not getting rich—we do 
it because we still love what we're 
doing.” 


On his style... 

“lve never been just set on one 
kind of style, or one artist or guitar 
player. | grew up listening to every- 
body. Back in the day, | learned from 
everybody—T-Bone Walker, Wes 
Montgomery, Carlos Santana and 
Freddie King—| grew up on it. | 
practiced to it. 

“I saw them all—all the names of 
the day, some of the biggest names in 
the business. Watching and knowing 
all those guys helped to educate me 
about my bad habits. They would give 
you the ‘rules’ about being on stage— 
like don’t turn your back on the audi- 
ence. They were my teachers at what 
I call the ‘Chitlin Circuit College.’ 

“You can pretty well tell that | 
have different influences by my 
albums. From the first one to the 
present one, none of them are the 
same. They're all different in some 
ways. 

“It’s the same when I’m playing 
live on stage. We never play a song 
the same way twice. I’m always 
changing and adding. | do that to 
make a song more exciting, especial- 
ly for people who have seen you two 
or three times. That way they won’t 
be saying, ‘I saw him six months ago 


and he’s doing the same old thing.’ 

“1 always make it different and 
full of surprises. It’s what keeps the 
guys on their toes and keeps them 
thinking. I’m seeing if they're alert. 
I’m always trying to throw the drum- 
mer up—but he’s dead on me. He 
knows or feels when I’m gonna 
throw ‘em a curve. He’s on top of 
me.” 

(Those “guys” Burks is keeping 
on their toes are Wayne Sharp on 
keyboards, Chuck “Popcorn” Louden 
on drums and Michael John Davies 
on bass). 


On writing songs... 

“Sometimes the music comes 
and | write the lyrics to go with it. 
When I’m by myself and nobody’s 
talking to me, I’ll be hit with the har- 
mony, something really good, so | 
keep a micro-recorder. That way 
when these things pop up, I can sing 
them into a tape recorder and | won’t 
forget them 10 miles down the road 
and I’m asking myself, ‘how’d that 
go?’” 


PRESTON SHANNON 


Hailed as the reigning “King of 
Beale Street,” Memphis’ own Preston 
Shannon is a powerful guitarist with 
a compelling and soulful voice that 
is a cross between Otis Redding and 
Bobby Womack. 

Shannon toured for a couple of 
years as a member of soul singer 
Shirley Brown’s band. Known for his 
performances on Beale Street and in 
the Memphis area casinos, Shannon 
can navigate his way through slick 
urban blues, vocally and musically. 

His guitar playing has echoes of 


Malaysia with stops at Stockholm, 
Tucson, France and New York City 
along the way. The dance is the cre- 
ation of Ira Weisburd, a choreogra- 
pher who had a “shuffle” dance in 


the Kings—Albert and B.B.—as well 
as T-Bone Walker and rhythmic styl- 
ings of Little Milton. And Shannon 
isn’t afraid to dip into some R&B of 
Stax Records variety. 

And then there is the “Shuffle, 
Boogie, Soul”. 

This is a line dance that has 
wound it's way from Memphis to

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pher who had a “shuffle” dance in 
need of a song. 

Enter Preston Shannon. 

It seems Weisburd liked the song 
“Honky Tonk” as performed by both 
James Brown and T-Bone Walker but 
couldn’t quite get his shuffle to jibe 
with those arrangements. He went 
on ITunes and found Preston 
Shannon's 1996 release of “Honky 
Tonk” and his search for his song 
was over....the song had met the 
dance and both were happy to shake 
hands. 

If you want to see more on what 
the “Shuffle, Boogie, Soul” thing is 
about, go to YouTube and enter 
“Shuffle, Boogie, Soul”. You will find 
lessons on how to dance it plus, if 
you type in “Flash Mob,” you will 
see it being danced around the 
world in those staged “spontaneous” 
crowd videos in malls, airports and 
boulevards. 

We talked with Preston Shannon 
and got his take on a variety of sub- 
jects. 


On the whole “Shuffle, Boogie, 
Soul” thing... 

“It hit the Internet the in August 
of last year and within three or four 
weeks, it got 8,000 hits. It was new 
and people were saying, “this is hot.” 
As a matter of fact I did a blues festi- 
val in St. Lucy, Florida and before | 
even got there, there was a ipod- 
flash of over 300 videos of people 
doing this dance—that’s just from 
foreign countries, not the U.S. 

The video is all over the world, 
people like the song and they like 
the dance. For me, what a hell of a 
combination. I’m so proud that Ira 
(Weisburd) chose my song that | 
recorded. He said in an interview 
that he tried to use James Brown’s 
“Honky Tonk,” but that didn’t work 
with the dance. He tried T-Bone 
Walker’s “Honky Tonk,” and that 
didn’t work. He said when he heard 
my version, he immediately had 
moves in mind. He immediately 
knew this was the right music—it 
had the right feel. It made me happy. 


On blues and the mainstream... 
“It’s always been on the back 
burner. There has not been a hit 


blues song since “The Thrill is 
Gone.” There hasn't been the right 
one, saying the right thing with the 
right arrangement and the right 
music—but it’s coming. All we need 
is that one hit record, to bring the 
blues to the forefront. 

There are so many artists— 
Jonny Lang is still doing his thing, 
still trying. Even B.B., to my knowl- 
edge, the only million seller he had 
was “The Thrill is Gone.” | heard 
some say “Three O'Clock in the 
Morning,” was a million seller, too, 
but | don’t know. From what | read, 

understand 


why we like it 


and why we do it. It’s 
real. Most of the time it’s 
true music and speaks to 
the times 


If you know 
the blues, you 


“Thrill” was the first one. B.B. hasn’t 
hit another once since then. He's 
recorded and earned Grammys for 
collaborations with so many artists 
like Eric Clapton and Buddy Guy, 
but no more million sellers. All we 
need is that one big record. 


On his version of “Purple 
Rain”... 

“It has become my signature 
song. | incorporate the blues feeling 
into that song, especially in the solo 
part. People always ask me to do that 
song and some think | do the song 
better than Prince. | think they're 
saying quite a bit, but one lady said 
to me, “The difference between 
Prince’s version and yours—Prince 
does it with charisma, you do it with 
soul.” I’d never had it put to me like 
that before. I'll take it. | won’t argue. 


On the blues in general... 

“I'm a country boy raised in 
Mississippi. When | was coming up, 
there was always three kinds of 
music—the blues, country-western 
and gospel. There are so many cate- 
gories now, it’s hard to tell what’s 
contemporary from pop. 

If you know the blues, you 


understand why we like it and why 
we do it. It’s real. Most of the time 
it’s true music and speaks to the 
times. We go through ups and 
downs, ins and outs, we fall down, 
we get up—that’s what the blues is 
all about. 


On playing in Memphis... 

“Come to Memphis, you'll find 
all kinds of good music here, but if 
you want to hear the blues, good 
blues, find Preston Shannon. Within 
the next three or four weeks there 
will be a Preston Shannon Blues 
Club at 340 Beale Street. | will be 
performing three or four nights a 
week and | will be doing road gigs 
on occasion. | wanted to get a nice 
place for blues lovers when they 
visit Memphis—other than sitting on 
a street corner and alley to hear 
some real blues.” 


BRANTLEY, TOFIELD 
& EARL’S BOOGIEMAN BAND 


As the long name implies, this 
band features more than one blues 
artist. Band members include Chris 
Tofield (guitar), John Earl (harp and 
vocals), Rocky Peoples (saxophone), 
T-Bird Smolnik (bass) and Chris 
Savino on drums and percussion 
(band namesake Junior Brantley is 
unable to make the trip this year). 

John Earl is the reason there’s a 
blues scene at all at the Laughlin 
casinos. It was Earl who has been the 
man behind booking the bands for 
the Belle’s festivals from Day One. 
He has the credentials to go with it. 
He and his then Boogieman Band 
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performed as opening act for John 
Mayall & The Bluesbreakers, fol- 
lowed by a concert with “The Master 
of the Telecaster” Albert Collins and 
as an opening act spot with John Lee 


‘Hooker. He is also the current presi- 


dent of the Las Vegas Blues Society 
with fellow bandmate, Chris Tofield 
as vice president. 

“We're looking to re-instate our 
‘Fall and Spring Festivals in Las Vegas 
and surrounding areas for 2011- 
2012,” explained Earl. “They were 
wildly successful during the late ‘80s 
and throughout the ‘90s and we've 
discovered that Southern Nevada 
folks are excited at the news of their 
return.” 

Setting up festivals is what Earl 
does. In addition to the “Blues & 
Brews” he started a “Colorado River 
Music Fest” in Parker, Arizona, a 
couple of months ago with a return 
festival on October 
8-9. On May 7-9, 
the BTE Boogieman 
Band will be at the 
“Gator by the Bay 
Festival” in San 
Diego and then in 
July, they’II be on the 
road for the “3rd 
Annual Rocky 
Mountain Tour,” cul- 
minating with a stop 
in Sturgis, South 
Dakota for the Sturgis 
MC Rally. 

But that is in the 
future, for now, it’s all 
about “Blues & Brews” at the Belle 
and delivering the powerhouse blues 
of Texas roadhouses and Chicago 
clubs. And they will be recording 
some of it for a future CD. 

“We have decided to record a 
second “Live in Laughlin” CD this 
year over the course of the ‘Blues & 
Brews’ and the River Run,” explained 
Earl. “We'll call it Cheap, But 
Expensive and it will be released by 
late June and available on our web- 
site www.blueslasvegas.com.” 

The band's other CDs, including 
last year’s We Just Look Illegal, 
recorded live at last year’s River Run, 
will be available at the festival.

BURNS & POE bring show to the RIVERSIDE 


eith Burns and 
Michelle Poe might be 
country music’s freshest 
singing duo, but these 
two aren't exactly new to the rodeo. 

Individually, each brings serious 
credentials to the partnership table, 
building on a solid foundation of 
songwriting ability, musicianship 
and live performance. They must be 
doing something right because 
Burns & Poe are making waves. 

Burns is a founding member of 
the Grammy-nominated trio Trick 
Pony, who won both an American 
Music Award and an Academy of 
Country Music Award. Along with 
writing songs for Trick Pony, he also 
penned songs recorded by Joe 
Diffie, Hootie & the Blowfish, 
Sammy Kershaw, Anita Cochran and 
others, scoring three Top 20 and two 
Top 10 singles on the country charts. 

Poe, formerly a Dreamworks 
solo recording artist, also has been 
an integral part of national touring 
bands, singing backup and playing 
bass behind such artists as Dierks 
Bentley and Hank Williams, Jr. 

But these days, instead of being 
parts of groups, they are front and 
center, sharing playful jibs and jabs 
back and forth while splitting the 
vocal responsibilities right down the 
middle. And in case people are 
wondering, no they are not a couple 
romantically, 

Burns and Poe officially met in 
2007 when Poe auditioned for, and 
landed, the Trick Pony leading lady 
role vacated by Heidi Newfield. In 
what seemed to be just moments 


later, the trio disbanded, leaving the 
door wide open for something new. 

So in the spring of 2009, Burns 
& Poe made their debut with “It’s 
Always a Woman,” written by Burns, 
Poe and Don Goodman. 

Now partnered with Blue Steel 
Records, the duo released their self- 
titled debut album in October 2010. 
The accompanying video to their 
first single “Don’t Get No Better 
Than That,” co-written by Burns, was 
only released a few months ago. 

We caught up with Burns and 
Poe in a phone interview last week. 
Here’s what they had to say. 


On the rise of their career... 

BURNS: We've been together 
about three years and it seems like 
things are starting to gel for us. 
We've had three straight songs on 
the charts with the most spins on 
country radio for independent art- 
ists. That feels good. 

We've already done 40 live 
shows and we're just into spring. 
Things are starting to click for us. 

We're also shooting a new video 
for our latest single, “How Long Is 
Long Enough,” and we're getting 
great reviews 

One thing we've both learned in 
this business is that it takes a while 
and you have to be patient. Stick 
with it and never give up. 


On the new album... 

POE: Keith and I just love each 
and every one of the songs and 
couldn’t wait to get the CD to our

fans. They have been so supportive. 
This is truly a thank you to them. 

BURNS: We've been chompin’ 
at the bit, but we think we've picked 
our best songs to represent who we 
are as songwriters and artists. We're 
happy with the end result 

In one way or another, we wrote 
every song on the album except “Is 
This Lonely” and the end bonus 
track where it’s Michelle and | per- 
forming in Bowling Green. 


On writing songs together... 
POE: Some songs take five min- 


utes and some songs take five days. 
It just depends. Everybody can have 
different emotions going on in their 
heads and different ways of saying 
things—different ways to be 
inspired. Sometimes you come to 
the table with a title or with a melo- 
dy rolling around in your head. 
There are several different factors 
that decide where a songwriting ses- 
sion is headed and in what direc- 
tion. 

BURNS: For the most part, 
nobody knows what you want to say 
better than yourself. Michelle and | 
have been doing this a long time 
and I’ve had success writing for 
other artists as well. I’ve been fortu- 
nate in that respect. 

Michelle and | consider our- 
selves part of Nashville’s songwrit- 
ing artist community, we've never 
had the opportunity to write togeth- 
er and that’s the fun part—the chal- 
lenge. 

We're not opposed to looking 
outside for songs because there are 
so many great songwriters here 
(Nashville). But we can go head-to- 
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head with any of them. A great song 
is a great song—I don’t care if we 
wrote it or not. We try to keep what 
we do fresh with an old school 
approach. 

POE: But not that old. 

BURNS: To be honest, my favor- 
ite eras of country music are the 
‘70s, and the ‘80s. They were great, 
but as far as money and the peak of 
country, it was the ‘90s. 


On making a go of it in the 
crowded country music market... 

BURNS: You have to keep rein- 
venting yourself and you have to 
keep it fresh. The great song will 
come out on top every time. 

POE: Even Garth Brooks rein- 
vented himself many times. 

BURNS: If you look at the 
career of someone like Willie 
Nelson, for example, he’s been on 
top, and broke, six or seven different 
times. Willie told me, “Do what you 
do and have fun at it.” We do have 
fun and we do what we do. If it 
takes off and we're blessed with suc- 
cess commercially and financially, 
great. If not, so be it. As long as 
we're able to write music, make 
records and make a living, anything 
else is great. 


On their sound and style... 
BURNS: As far as style and 
sound, | would say it’s Conway and 

Loretta Lynn—and Kenny Rogers 
and Dolly Parton meet 2011. We 
take an old school approach, but at 
the same time, it’s fresh. It all comes 
back around. Every music comes 
back around. Country music right 
now is about the small town farmer 
who lets that rock and roll lick into 
his country lyric. When traditional 
mixes with fresh, when it comes 
back around again, Michelle and | 
will be waiting. 


On how their experiences with 
other projects works at the Burns & 
Poe table... 

BURNS: It’s cool that we come 
from two different sides on the coin. 
| come from a trio, while Michelle 
has had her own solo deal with 
Dreamworks Records for the last 10 
years.

But we both wanted the same 
thing. That was important. We both 
wanted to write, perform and sing. 
So we split the vocals right down 
the middle. | don’t want to be the 
lead vocalist and lead writer all the 
time and neither does she. We're not 
like Brooks & Dunn, Montgomery 
Gentry or Sugarland. It’s more like 
independent artists who come 
together to bring two different per- 
sonalities— kind of like Kenny and 
Dolly having both success as a indi- 
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viduals and collaborating as a duet. 
That’s the way we are. We're not so 
much a duo as a duet. 

And from a decision standpoint, 
it's easier because there are only two 
opinions, not three—even though 
Michelle expresses her opinion 
extremely loudly. (He laughs) 

POE: | have to be loud, to be 
heard over Keith’s opinion. We say 
we don’t fight. It’s our opinions that 
fight. 

BURNS: The reality is we don’t 
have egos. The truth is we’ve been 
beat up too much to have egos. 


On their live show... 

BURNS: Our show is the thing. 
We put a lot of emphasis on the live 
show. We have a great time and we 
enjoy it. It’s not just us jamming for 
90 minutes and getting off the stage. 
It’s like everyone is crowded into our 
living room. We don’t take ourselves 


too seriously and we let the music 
talk. 

POE: It’s a Vegas-style Burns & 
Poe variety show. 

BURNS: It’s a Las Vegas-style, 
action-packed, on-the-edge-of your- 
seat, exciting extravaganza, of epic 
proportions, in Laughlin (he — 
laughing). 

POE: We actually do slow it 
down in the middle of the show to 
do an acoustic segment. We even 
take requests. We like to get the 
audience involved. There’s comedy, 
music and lots of laughs, maybe 
dancing—| won’t give away the 
show. 

BURNS: We will stay after each 
and every show, autographing stuff 
for everybody up to the very last per- 
son. Join us on Facebook as a friend 
and hopefully we'll meet people 
before we get there. We're excited 
about coming out. We can’t wait. @

Freebird 


a person goes to, someone 
will inevitably yell out 
“Freebird!” While it’s somewhat of a 
running joke, that "shout out" is also 
a shout out to Lynyrd Skynyrd and a 
style of music that fans refuse to let 

die, in spite of, or because of, the 
death of most of the band members 
in that fateful plane crash more than 
30 years ago. 

So when Rocksteady 
Productions decided to pay tribute 
to this Lynyrd Skynyrd, it had to be 
right down to the last detail—no 
half-baked or slightly askew ele- 
ments would do. He wasn't about to 
get a blonde-haired guy to portray 
Ronnie Van Zant, even if his vocals 


| t doesn’t matter what concert 
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are right on the money. It just 
doesn’t wash. At least with Joe 
Lamia, creator of Rocksteady. 

“You don’t see a lot of bands on 
our roster,” explained Lamia. “That's 
because if it’s not truly an exact rep- 
lica of a particular band, they’re not 
doing it for me. That’s why we’ve 
never had a Beatles band on the ros- 
ter. I’ve seen bands who have great 
sound and great costumes, but they 
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don’t look anything like Paul 
McCartney or John Lennon—and 
that doesn’t get it for me. | want 
people to wipe their eyes thinking 
they're seeing the real thing. That’s 
the fantasy | like creating. 

“I think the biggest reason origi- 
nal artists don’t like tributes is 
because tributes on the whole, don’t 
represent the music or look the part 
accurately. If they did their jobs and 
looked the part, the artists would be 
flattered.” 

It is with this conviction that 
Lamia put together the current group 
Freebird and their tribute to Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, playing River Palms' 2700 
Club, Saturday, April 23. 

“| had already created TNT, a 


tribute to AC/DC and because of the 
popularity of that, the pressure was 
on to recreate bands people couldn’t 
see any more," explained Lamia. 
"People love the music of Lynyrd 
Skynyrd but I wasn’t an obsessed 
Skynyrd fan so | ended up calling a 
guy by the name of Mike Randolph 
who knew everything about them. 
Recreating the characters and bring- 
ing back the image of Ronnie is a 
touchy subject because of the rabid 
fans of Skynyrd—if we didn’t do it 
right, we'd be crucified." 

Lamia got it right and the lon- 
gevity of the group is testimony. 

“This nine-member group has 
been together since 2002," 
explained Lamia. "On lead vocals is 
Joe Decelle, portraying the late 
Ronnie Van Zant character. In the 
guitar section we have Rick Deegan 
who portrays the late Hughie 
Thomasson character; Mike 
Randolph portraying the Rickey 
Medlocke character; and the third 
guitarist is Chris Pierce portraying 
the Gary Rossington character. On 
bass guitar we have Martyn 
Marshall portraying the late Leon 
Wilkeson; on keyboards we have 
Joe Bar-Na-Dav portraying the late 
Billy Powell character. Our girl sing- 
ers are Colleen Pierce and Kris Hug. 
Our drummer is Dwain Miller.” 

Lamia said his inspiration for 
getting into the tribute business in 
the first place was seeing the show 
“Beatlemania.” 

“It blew me out of the water,” he 
said. “It was like seeing the Beatles 
in the ‘60s. That’s were | got the 
concept to make tributes as original 
as possible. So when | put Freebird 
together that was the idea behind 
tee 

Lamia and company got closer 
to the original than planned. 

"We got a couple of really big 
shows right off the bat and our lead 
singer at the time gets a big head 
and leaves,” explained Lamia. “We 
had four major shows left to do. Our 
webmaster introduced us to another 
of his clients, Jimmy Van Zant, 
Ronnie’s cousin. Jimmy says, ‘I know 
who you guys are’ and he ended up 
singing with the us for six months.” 

“Jimmy eventually went solo 


and we were introduced to Joe 
Decelle, who is the most amazing 
look-like. He’s identical. To this day, 
people think Joe is Jimmy, because 
Ronnie and Jimmy look alike. Joe 
wows the crowds.” 

But that’s the reaction Lamia is 
going for. 

"When you've recreated a band 
to the degree that people actually 
freak out, you know you’re doing 
your job. When you cross the line of 
fantasy and people have to take a 
step back, that’s the reaction | want, 
especially when it’s a group they 
can’t see any more. That’s why 
Jimmy sang with Freebird."

ities up to the pres- 
ent-day modern, 
performance side- 
show. Carny and 
Professor Chumley 
will not only 
explain the connec- 
tions between all 
facets of the side- 
show, they will also 
perform some of 
their “unusual” abil- 
ities. 

Carny, based 
out of 
Massachusetts, has performed his 
strange show throughout the U.S.— 
everywhere from casinos to colleges, 
corporate events and private engage- 
ments. And, oh yeah, tattoo conven- 
tions and motorcycle confabs. 

Professor Chumley is from 
Chicago and has performed for more 
than 10 years with an emphasis on 
bringing a new audience to experi- 
ence the classic sideshow wonders. 

We caught up with Ses Carny 
via a phone interview and had to 
ask the obvious question—why? 

“1 do this because the sideshow 
is a dying art form,” stated Carny. 
“There was a time when that’s how 
people got their entertainment, but 
with this new age of electronic 
games and TV with crazy stuff going 
on, the sideshow is dwindling fast. 

“When | was 16, | saw the rock 
band Kiss and watched Gene 
Simmons breathe fire on stage and | 
said to myself, ‘I need to learn how 
to do that.’ | found somebody to 
teach me. | learned fire eating, fire 
breathing and fire manipulation— | 
went on from there.” 

Went on to some pretty bizarre 
stuff. 

“I’m always pushing the limits of 
things,” explained Carny. “I’m 
amazed by the body. It’s an incredi- 
ble tool, capable of withstanding 
things you can’t begin to imagine. 
The stunts | perform are extensions 
of my physics background. 

"If you know what you're doing, 
you minimize the risk. Glass won’t 
cut if you minimize the risk. Hooks 
in the eyes—I won't argue, there is a 
risk, but it also proves the body is 
capable of withstanding things peo- 


ple thought were impossible. It’s not 
impossible, it’s improbable or 
unlikely—until they find a way to 
make it possible.” 

But all this comes with a cau- 
tionary note from Carny. 

“There's a reason for every sin- 
gle thing we do,” he explained. “It’s 
not just ‘look at me’. The big thing 
for me is to make sure people know 
is, this is really dangerous. Don’t try 
this on your own. Leave bizarre acts 
to bizarre people—people who 
know what they're doing. Just 
because it’s something you've never 
seen, don’t think it's something you 
should do.” 

So, where does Carny draw his 
crooked line and refuse to cross? 

“ | draw the line on evil weird,” 
he said. “There's nothing entertain- 
ing about biting the head off a 
chicken. The acts in my show are 
gross, but they are entertaining 
because of the way they are deliv- 
ered to the audience.” 

So, Ses and Professor Chumley 
will be delivering some of entertain- 
ment at the show on Wednesday, 
April 27. 

“Professor Chumley and | will 
be standing at a podium they use for 
the standard lecture—but there 
won't be anything standard about 
the rest of it,” said Carny. “We'll do 
demonstrations, talk about the histo- 
ry of the stunts we do and why we 
chose to do them. Then we'll ask 
who in the audience wants to learn 
a sideshow act. We'll have ques- 
tions and answers at the end. 

“| want to thank the Pioneer for 
bringing us back every year. It’s 
always been a blast and they've 
been nothing but great to me. I’m 
looking forward to coming back and 
hanging out with all my friends in 
Laughlin.”

or how to get killed or get rich 
on the river in this variation of 
Texas Hold 'em 


ost poker players know 
all about Texas Hold 
‘em. Or at least, they 


know the rules of the game and not 
necessarily how to play it well. 

But many players are in the dark 
when you mention "Omaha." You 
might as well call out "Bakersfield"— 
you'll most likely generate the same 
amount of blank stares. 

Bob Barnott is one poker player 
who wants to change that. This regu- 
lar patron of the Colorado Belle 
poker room wants more Omaha 
players because he thinks the game 
will hook them once they play. 
According to Barnott, they will like 
that it takes strategy to win (which is 
always nice if you have one) and the 
pots can climb up to a sizeable 
amount. 

For a quick primer: Omaha and 
Omaha H/L are basically Texas Hold 
‘em with more cards. In addition to

the five community cards on the 
board (dealt traditionally with a flop, 
turn and river), each player is dealt 
four cards. The player may only use 
a combination of two of the four 
cards dealt to them. In Omaha H/L, 
they may use a different combination 
to achieve the "high" and "low" 
hands. 

The increase in number of cards 
available for play makes for better 
frequency of good hands, and thus,

increase in action. Pot 
sizes average $30+ every 
hand with pre-flop average 
$21. 

"There are so many 
outs you have a lot of play- 
ers hanging around for the 
river," explains Barnott. "It 
can be an expensive game 
because that last card can 
kill you. That's why you 
need a strategy." 

This getting shot out of 
the saddle on the river may 
be a bad thing for one 
player but it can be a good 
thing for another. Players 
know that even if they are 
down, they can get even or 
make a tidy profit by play- 
ing the right hand at the 
right time. 

Well, that kind of 
holds true for most poker 
games, but with Omaha it 
can mean more moolah in your chip 
stack. And, oh yeah, Omaha games 
also have progressive pot bonuses 
for qualifying hands in regular play. 

While Barnott is a lover of 
Omaha and wants more players, he 
is not lost when there are no Omaha 
games going. 

"| have played poker most of my 
life," he explains. "I used to play in 
my home in the Seattle, Washington 


area. | also loved to play in pinochle 
tournaments, but those are hard to 
find now." 

Barnott stated that he plays a lit- 
tle bit every day so we had to find 
out his take on the poker scene at 
the casinos. 

"The weekends see a lot of out- 
of-towners who have 'fresh' money," 
Barnott said. "They are here for 
entertainment and spend their 
money a little looser. But they are 
harder to read than the weekday reg- 
ulars, who you know where they're 
at during a game. 

"Also, the camaraderie is better 
during the week." 

That is, until you walk away with 
all the chips, thanks to your Omaha 
strategy. 

So, if you want to find out more 
about Omaha, ask a player. They are 
traditionally friendly and willing to 
coach a new player...up to a point. 
The Colorado Belle poker room 
spreads a $3-$6 Omaha Hi/Low 
game (with a kill, ie., increased bet- 
ting at select times), every day at 9 
a.m. You can check it out. Bob 
Barnott will more than likely be 
there so you can ask him for 
advice....up to a point. 

Omaha and Omaha H/L are 
offered at most of the Laughlin poker 
rooms. Ask at the podiums for times 
and opportunities available. @
